today. The number of Russian prisoners 
is now estimated at 50,000. 

The fighting is taking place in the 
difficult country of mountain spurs 
and foothills of the Northern Carpa- 
thians. 

Tarnow Held by Russatans, 

The city of Tarnow, on the Duna- 
jec, 150 miles west of Lemberg, still 
is in Russian hands, although under 
Austro-German artillery fire. The 
tfate of Tarnow and that of the Rus- 
sian line northward to the Vistula 
River depends on the struggle now 
waging for possession of Wal Moun- 
tain, which towers to the .south of 
Tarnow. The Russians have fortified 
this mountain until it has become a 
veritable Gibraltar, but Archduke 
Frederick's men are attacking it with 
desperate valor and are being well 
served by their artillery. This strug- 
gle may go down ir history with that i 
jfor Putilof Hfil, to the south ef Muk- 
den, in’ thé Husho- Japaness war.

Field Marshal’s Plan Seems to

BERLIN, via London, May 6,—The 
military developments of the last week 
have had a visible effect on popular 
feeling in Berlin, which fs decidedly 
more optimistic. Operations inthe Rus- 
sian Province of Courland, on the Bal- 
tic; in Galicia, and in Belgium indicate 
that German forces are taking the of- 
fensive on a large scale and that great- 
er events are to be expected. 
It is understood in well-informed quar- 
ters that the German troops in. Courland 
are now nearing the port of Libau, 
which probably will be attacked by land 
and seas. Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg himself is in command there. His 
Gesign appears to be to take Libau, ani 
probably Riga as well, and use these 
ports as bases for harassing Russian 
communication with Petrograd. 
The Russians already have sent from 
Kovno reinforcements for resisting these 
operations, the results of which soon 
must be apparent. The Russians alss 
are uttempting to resist the Austro- 
German movement eastward in Galicia, 
having brought up reinforcements from 
the Carpathians for that purpose. 
Meneral Russian Retreat 
Information received soley aban 
indicates that the Russians are being 
swept along before the Teutonic allies, 
or else captured, as were the previous 
defenders of the Russian positions.

Lawyer” for’ Complainants Says 
No More Is Required Than 
at Present. 


Whether the public wilt derive 
benefir from the order of the Public 
Service Commission regulating service 
on the United Railways, in the opin- 
ion. of Ephrim Caplan, attorney for 
the West End Business Men's Asso- 
ciation, will depend on the railway 
company. 

Caplan told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he did not believe cars 
would be less crowded than they had 
been, and could not see that thé traf- 
fic regulations imposed would require 


_|more.of the United Railways than the 
jeompany now is providing. 


The ‘order\requires that the com- 
pany provide 71 seats for every 100 
passengers who desire to ride in a 
giveh direction during thé rush hour 
period on’ lines on which cars are 
operated under a headway of one 
minute or less. 

Caplan points out that the failure 
of the Commission to limit the num- 
ber of passengers who may be admit- 
ted to each car will result in the 
continuance of the present crowded 
conditions. : a 

Caplan also said that the Commis- 
sion placed a duty on the United Raill- 
ways supervisors to limit the nwm- 
ber of passengers on any one car to 
its “comfortable carrying capacity.” 
Caplan pointed out in the report of 
Engineer Harrop of the Commission 
that the comfortable carrying capac- 
ity of a.car seating 83 persons is 88, 
or 36 standing passengers to each 53 
seated passengers. 

“As I see it after reading the opine 
jon hurriedly,” said Caplan, “we must 
rely on the good faith of the United 
Railways. I believe the company 
could gomply with the ofder without 
greatly impreving the service.” 

The commission's order that tracks 
be placed on Lindell avenue from Chan- 
ning avenue and Olive street to Grand 
avenue, also has caused much com- 
ment, because of the opening recently of 
the Lindell cut-off at a cost to the city 
of $350,000. 

Further Congestion Seen, 

_ It is pointed out that the cut-off was 
made to relieve dangerous traffic con- 
ditions at Channing avenue and Olive 
etreet and that if car tracks are placed 
along two blocks of Lindell avenue, traf- 
fic will naturally be more congested 
than before. 

The recommendation was made to pro- 
vide ‘a’ loop at Grand avenue for Olive 
cars. Some persons who have studied 
the question have suggested that tracks 
on Sprifig avenue, from Olive street to 
the Hodigmont tracks, would provide a 
better loop, as cars would pass over 
a street little used.

But to have learned to spell 
1500 words and make-them express aa 
far as they are capable what is go- 
ing on in her active mind, and all this 
in 15 months, means that she will go 
much farther. 

A little over a year ago, Florence's 
parents, who are unable to care for her, 
took her to the Sisters of St. Joseph. 
She was taken in as one of their char- 
ity wards, theirs being the only insti- 
Ltution hereabouts which will receive 
deaf-mutes who are also blind.

Girl’s Statement on Redirect 
Examination in Bailey Murder

MINEOLA, N. Y., May 6.—Celia Cole- 
man, the negro maid who is the chief 
witness for the State in the trial of 
Mrs. Florence Conklin Carman, charged 
with the murder of Mrs. Louise D. 
Bailey, caused a sensation on re-direct 
examination today by testifying that a 
negro detective named George Hicks 
had endeavored to induce her to change 
her story of the murder and.told her 
that if she would do so, Mrs. Carman 
would pay her $300, 

“Hicks came to Charleston, S. C., 
where I was spending the winter,” said 
the witness, “and told me Mrs. Carman 
would give me $300, if I would change 
my story.” 

Mrs. Carman’s .attorney objected to 
the admisaion of the testimony but was 
overruled on his admission that Hicks 
was connected with the defense. 

Mrs. Carman evidenced. considerable 
agitation during her former maid's tes- 
timony. 

George Toomer, Celia’s cousin, and a 
man named Flood, were present when 
Iiicks made the alleged offer, the wit- 
ness further testified. Toomer, who 
was the last witness before recess, cor- 
roborated that portion of the maid's 
testimony in which she said she had 
told him a few nights after the shooting 
what Mrs. Carman had said to her the 
night of the shooting and the morning 
afterward. Toomer had written down 
the story she related as it was told. 
The memorandum was produced. 

At the afternoon session Toomer cor- 
roborated thé Coleman woman's state- 
ment that a detective had tried to in- 
duce her to change her testimony while 
she was in South Carolina. 

With Toomer as its last witness, the 
State rested. 

For two and a haif hours yesterday 
the maid withstoo dthe questioning 
of Mrs. Carman’s attorney, without a 
breakdown of her story. She again 
declared that Mrs. Carman said to her 
tfter the shooting at the Carman 
home, “I shot him,” meaning,.Dr. Car- 
man, and later;-“What-did I kill that 
woman for? I hope Gog will forgive 
me.”’

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SWOBODA SAD TD 
HAVE BEEN OFFICER 
IN GERMAN ARMY 


Paris. Newspaper Says. Alleged 
Spy Served in Two«Chinese 
Uprisings. 


PARIS, May 6.—Raymond “Swoboda,” 
whose arrest was due to the fire in the 
steamship La Touraine and who now 
is charged with espionage ty the French 
military authorities, once served as a 
reserve officer in the Germany army, ac- 
cording to information the Petit Pari- 
sien says it has obtained. 

“Swoboda” has led and adventurous 
life, the newspaper says, if stories told 


by his acquaintances are to be believed. 
Hie was born in San Francisco, but was 
taken by his mother to Switzerland at 
the age of 6, after she had had a dis- 
ugreement with his father. From Switz- 
evland he is said to have gone to Ger- 
many, where he became associated with 
a man named Schwind under which 
name ‘“Swoboda’ attenaed various 
schools in Switzerland and England. He 
attended the University of Heidelberg 
ic 1897. 

In Army 10. Monthea. 
About this time two Geiman mission- 
aries were murdered in China and Swo- 
Loda enlisted with other students in the 
punitive expedition which was organ- 
ized. After 10 months’ military service, 
he resigned from the army and was 
employed by various busi:icss houses in 
Hongkong, Canton and Tientsin, 
working at one time for an American 
geologist who was prospecting for oil. 
“Swoboda’’ finally enteréd the service 
Pof the Russo-Chinese Bank at Shanghai, 
where he remained 18 months. The 
Boxer rebellion then broke out and he 
took service in the German expedition- 
ary force, passing the examination for 
reserve officer. 

When the uprising was quelled “‘Swo- 
boda”’ again left the army and went 
back to England, but after a short stay 
there returned to Shanghai and was 
re-employed by .the Russo-Chinese 
Bank. He is then alleged to have be- 
come involved in an embezzlement, aft- 
er which he fled, was arrested, escaped 
and recaptured, tried and sentenced in 
the German Consular Court. 

Started Anew in France. 

Part of his term was served in a Ger- 
man fortress, but his sentence is said 
to have been commuted and he was re- 
leased in 1904. 

After his release from prison, his ac- 
quaintances assert, he came to France 
determined to start life apew and took 
the name of Swoboda, which really was 
his since he had not been adopted by 
Schwind. He lived 10 years in Paris 
and had built up a successful business 
as a broker when the war began.

East St. Louis Girl Who Testi- 
fied Before Grand Jury Says 
Life Was Threatened. 


Deputy State Fire Marshal Anthony 
Bruchs of East St. Loula today asked 
the East St. Louis pdélice to protect Miss 
frances Flanagan, 19 years old, of 41% 
St. Louis avenue, who recently testified 
before the grand jury in the inquiry into 
the Ziegenhein fire. Miss Flanagan ap- 
pealed to Bruchs for protection, saying 


her life had been threataened. 
Miss Flanagan lives across the street

Mrs. William 
Cooney, with whom Miss Flanagan 
lives, said she was in the room while 
Ziegenhein was there. 

Miss Flanagan told Bruchs she had 
been warned since she told’ her story 
to the grand jury that certain persons 
would “‘get her.”’

Ijlinois Court \ Sendatin’ Demurrer to 
Suit to Stop $225,000 School Build- 
ing at Belleville.’

The demurrer, being sustained, 
the suit fails, and the oBard of Educa- 
tion will proceed with the construction 
of a $225,000 high school building, for

LONDON, May 6.—The British of- 
the engagement of the last few days in 
the Ypres region, records that the Ger- 


mans have continued the use of asphyx- 
iating gases, but with less success than 
on ‘the first occasion. 
While ‘the French continued their ad- 
‘\ vatice in this section, it ts asserted that 
the Germans attacked the British south 
of Neuve Chappelle and at Hill 6, in 
‘both cases using gases. In the latter 
attacks, however, owing to a change in 
‘the wind, the fumes were blown back 
toward the Germans, who are believed 
tu have suffered, as no attempt to ad- 
Nance; was made by them. 
Suffocating Vapors. 

“About 5 o'clock in the evening,” the 
'“eyewitness” says, “a dense cloud of 
suffocating vapors were launched from 
their. trenches along the whole front 
held by the French right and by our 
left from the Ypres-Langemarck road 
to a considerable distance east of &t. 
Julien: The fumes did not carry much 
beyond our front trenches, but these 
were to a great extent rendered unten- 
‘able and a retirement from them was 
ordered. | 

“No sooner had this started than the 
enemy opened a violent bombardment 
with asphyxiating shells and shrapnel 
on our trenches and our infantry as they 
were withdrawing. Meanwhile our guns 
had not been idle. From a. distance, 
perhaps owing to some peculiarity of the 

‘light, the gas on this occasion looked 
like a great reddish cloud and the mo- 
ment it was seen our batteries poured

They Outnumbered Those Who 
Had Real Ailments, but 
Didn’t Know It. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 6.—A report 
on the -physical examination of 662 
Harvard University freshmen, conduct- 
ed by Dr. ‘Roger I. Lee, professor of 
hygiene, was made public today by the 
university authorities. Dr. Lee found 
that ‘“‘more boys thought they were ill 
with some gerious organic defect, usual- 
ly of the heart, and were found to be 
entirely sound, than those who thought 
they were ‘well and had disease.’ 

In some instances, he reported, boys 
were worrying over ailments which were 
purely fanciful,.and this worry was hav- 
ing a considerable effect on their gen- 
eral condition. One of the most valua- 
ble things accomplished by the exami- 
nation, he suggested, would be to re- 
‘lieve this needless pressure* of worry 
on the students’ minds.

Declares He Has Found New 
Freedom and Does Not Intend 
to Return :to Boston. 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska, May 6.—Henry 
Clarke Coe Jr., who disappeared from 
his home near Boston last February, has 
been positively itentified to those who 
have questioned him. He is eniployed 
by the Samson Hardware Co. as a ma- 
chinist and is paid $150 a month. Coe is 
a steady workman, appears in the best 
of health and is very well liked by those 
who have come to know him. 

The identification of the young man 
occurred after circulars had been posted 
in Fairbanks and Cordova by an Eastern 
detective agency. Alven Jones, a pros- 
pector, whose home is in Cordova, had 
stopped for a week in Fairbanks before 
the circulars were posted and in obcain- 
ing tools at the Samson company casual- 
ly met and talked with the new machin- 
ist there. When he returned to Cordova 
he saw one of the circulars and was 
struck by the resemblance to the young 
man in this city. He came to this city 
again, saw Coe and telegraphed to the 
“etective agency that he had located the 
man sought. 

Why He Left Beston. 

When confronted with the circular Coe 
said that he had seen one in Fairbanks 


fland had merely relied upon good fortune 


to spare him from identification. He 
readily admitted that the picture was of 
him and told the details of leaving his 
home, his trip here and the reason for 
his action. 


- Coe explained to his friends here that 


he had worked to the best of his ability 
in Boston, but seemed unable to get 
ahead either with his work or financial- 
ly. He declared that bills piled up until 
they seemed insurmountable and that 
considering the situation for 
months rather hopelessly he decided to 
get away from all of the unpleasantness 
and confusion of his affairs and to seek 
advancement in some entirely new field. 
He explained that after he had made 
all arrangements for leaving his home 
he went to the bank and drew $200 of 
the $600 he had deposited there in a joint 
account with ‘his wife. He was sure, he 
said, that his wife;fpuld pay all her ob- 
ligatio with the balance and he felt 
that sh uld find a comfortable home 


| with her!-parents until he was in a po- 
sition to send her money. They had been 


married only about a year, 
Coe declared that he sent a telegram 
to his wife on April 15, in which he 
stated that he was working and outlined 
his scheme for rehabilitating their for- 
tunes. He states that there was no an- 
swer' to this communication. 


Will Not Returs. 
That he has no intention of going back 


to his relatives is evident to all who 
have discussed the matter with the 
young man. He has stated that he 
never felt anything like the freedom 
he has known here; that he is a néw 
man and that he will mever return to a 
situation which he declares was rapidly 


i making him an old man. 


Coe reached Fairbanks after a hard

continent. He arrived at Seattle on Feb. 
5 and arrived at Fairbanks on Feb. 23. 
He was practically without funds when 
he arrived at Seattle and walked from 
Cordova to Fairbanks on the last turn 
of his ~~ trip, a distance of #0 miles.

The 
idea then struck him of-trying his and 
Dr. Ricketts’ disco es in artificial 
respiration, as used in the vivisection 
operations on dogs. 7 

Directing the nurses how to work 
the infant’s arms and limbs -to restore 
respiration, Dr. Wilms conducted the 
interior operation himself. For 465 
minutes they worked over the child. 
Their efforts were rewarded when 
the child breathed. 

During the whole operation the in- 
testines of the infant were tying on 
the able. or. Wilms examined the 
intestines and found a bowel obstruc- 
tion which created a deadly gas, 
which had caused the child’s apparent 
death. 

Today the baby was able to take 
nourishment and its recovery is prob- 
able unless some other illness devel- 
ops later.

WHY MRS. KIEL 
ENLISTED IN FIGHT 
ON TUBERCULOSIS 


ee Tells of Cases of a Young 
Man and a Woman Which 
Convinced Her of Need of Work. 


Mrs. Henry W. Kiel, wife of Mayor 
Kiel, first became interested in the 
campaign against twyberculosis and 
then interested the Mayor, when she 


noticed the effect of the disease upon 
a 180-pound young man who used to 


watched him wasting away until 
within one year he weighed but 120 
pounds. She frequently talked with 
him and assisted him in going West 
for a time, in an effort to recover his 
health, but he died shortly afterward. 
Mrs. Kiel told of this incident today 
while explaining to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter how she came to use her in- 
fluence with the Mayor to endeavor 
to obtain a special $10,000 appropria- 
tion from the city for the purpose of 
securing additional visiting nurses 
in St. Louis. The Mayor, in stating 
yesterday that he would recommend 
such an appropriation, said that his 
wife had converted him into an act- 
ive supporter of the campaign. 

Her Knowledge of Disease. 

Mrs. Kiel] said she was exceedingly 
careful as a rule not to attempt to in- 
fluence her husband’s judgment regard .- 
ing city affairs, but she said she felt 
such deep interest in the campaign 
against tuberculosis and felt that its 
success was so vital to the welfare of 
the city, that she had determined to use 
her influence. 

In telling of her interest In the fight 
against tuberculosis, Mrs. Kiel said that 
her first real knowledge of the ravages 
of the disease came during a visit to 
San Antonio several years ago. The 
plight of the many patients there hop- 
ing to regain their health attracted her 
attention. Upon her return she said her 
interest was thoroughly aroused by two 
instances of the disease under her di- 
rect observation. 

The first was that of the delivery 
man, and the second was that of a 
woman néighbor, several of whose rela- 
tives had died of tuberculosis. This 
woman, Mrs. Kiel said, laughed at the 
suggestion of taking rrecautions. Mrs 
Kiel went on a visit for six Months, and 
upon her return was shocked at the 
change in the woman, who died within 
the year. 

Convinced of Need of Nurses. 
Mrs. Kiel said that these and other 
cases convinced her that the city should 
take steps to detect such cases before 
they reached an advanced stage and pro. 
vide places where cures could be effect- 
ed by early care. One of the ways in 
which such cases can be found, she has 
determined, is through the work of vis- 
iting nurses, and it is to increase the 
number of such nurses in thé city that 
the $10,000 appropriation is sought. 
Before deciding to enter actively into 
the work of the Society for the Preven- 
tion and Cure of Tuberculosis, Mrs. Kiel 
said that she visited all the hospitals in 
the city to see if they were able to take 
care of this work or if it must be spe- 
clalized. She said she became cornivinced 
of the need of special work and was 
greatly impressed with the work of 
Moupt St. Rose, the Koch Hospital and 
the Night and Day Camp for girls. She 
said that among the working girls at the 
eamp were some of the prettiest she had 
seen in the city and that all citizens 
would feel better if they could see the 
successful work done in restoring them 
to health. 

Assistance for Boys Needed. 

The need of money, she said, was dis- 
cussed at many board meetings of the 
society and that she began to try to in- 
terest the Mayor in what was beinz 
done. Finally at a board meeting recent- 
ly, she said, it was decided that $10,009 
must be obtained at once. 

At the close of that meeting Mrs. Kiel 
said she went to the city hall, where the 
Mayor was having a conference on the 
parkway. She said she waited and took 
him home in the auto and on the way 
told him that for once she wished to ask 
his active assistance in obtaining an ap- 
propriation. 

“Now he has promised to belp,” she 
said, ‘and I know him well énough to 
believe the $10,000 we want is safe. This 
will make a good beginning, but the cit- 
must prepare to do more. Our. camp 
gives us a little start in work for the 
girls who become affected through hard 
work in basements and badly ventilated 
stores, but as yet we have no place for 
the boys and something must be planne4 
for them.”

The relations of Japan and China have reached 
a stage recalling the stress of July days when

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fashion her political and economic ex- 
istence in accordance with the qualities 
of her race and soil. 

Now comes the second condition of 
peace, which is an indispensable com- 
plement of the first. German mentality 
has been diverted into wrong channels, 
owing to the supremacy of the military 
caste; filled with the spirit of universal 
tyranny. This caste is typified by the 
Hohengzollern dynasty—once a clan of 
robber barons, who have found admir- 
able supporters among the descendants 
of the Teutonic Knights, the coloniz- 
ers of Eastern Prussia. 

Kaiser Wilhelm has inherited all the 
vices and ambitions,of this predatory 
dynasty. Defeat -must produce the 
downfal! and disappearance of this mur- 
derous family, with which wi]l vanish 
its barbarous militarism, its tyranny of 
bodies and souls, and its monstrous con- 
ception of pan-Géermanism. 

Then, freed from the Hohenzollera 
infection, Germany will perhaps become 
once more what she was before the 
Prussian hegemony anda will! still hold a 
vhigh rank in  ~»peaceful, prosperous 
Europe. 

We have not spokeh about Austria, at 
once the accomplice and the victim of 
Germany,’ who is dragging her to de- 
struction. 

The peace congress tn redrawing defi- 
nitely the political map of Europe, will 
have a hard and solemn task. The fate 
of Berlin, Vienna and Constantinople 
will be decided before this tribunal, ir- 
spired solely by the right and justice 
for which these composing it have 
fought. 

As the allies have declared, the fight- 
ers alone (including those who entered 
the conflict at the eleventh hour) shall 
have a decisive voice in the final coun- 
cil. But they will allow the neutral 
Powers to be represented and will take 
into due account therr views and inter- 
ests. 

This is the idea to which France's 
great sister republic should accustom 
herself. Any mediatton proposal would 
be inopportune and misplaced. The al- 
lies know what they want. 


“America Won't Be Duped.” 

We can appreciate America’s desire 
for a speedy peace, but her loyalty and 
spirit of justice will save her from 
being duped by our enemies’ treacher- 
ous maneuvers. 

To America I have set forth France's 
conception of the truth. Let America 
compare it with Germany’s. 

Perhaps in the course of the war 
America, flooded by German contradic- 
tions and lies, may have hesitated. 
Americans may have asked whether it 
was not better to end this shocking con- 
flict, unduly prolonged, without a de- 
cisive result. They may have thought, 
perhaps, that the allies might harken 
to the first proposals of peace, no mat- 
ter whence they came. 

Perhaps, too, America thought herself 
our mediator. She is suffering from 
the present conditions. 

Furthermore, America, conscious of 
her own strength, considers war an 
anachronism. But today it should be 
realized that none is completely safe 
from an enewy whose mad ambition is 
unlimited. Even England, inviolate in 
her isle, is threatened. Who might not 
be the next victim of German aggres.- 
sian? Then Auinerica would learn tow 
late that war was no anachronism and 
that only those merit approval who re- 
spect treaties and conventions that limit 
the horrors of war. 

The facts are plain. None can con- 
tradict them. Belgium's martyrdom, 
the bombardment of cathedrals and un- 
fortifie® towns, the wanton destruction 
‘of monuments, the use of methods re- ° 
pugnant to right and humanity, a whole ‘Sea siiscaen 7 ear 
policy based on lies. Americans see all 
these clearly now. 

Will America hesitate to accept the 
conditions I set forth of the only pos- \ 
sible peace? : .
